This is an office action for serial number 10/669,201, 
entitled Quick Release Mechanical Bracket, filed on 
September 24, 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 
35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the 
invention, and of the manner and process of making and using it, in 
such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling 
for tank clamping means including a first clamping arm 
means having an upper tank clamping member including a 
first upper clamping arm means and a second clamping arm 
means; an a lower tank clamping member including a first 
and second lower clamping arm means, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for the tank clamping means including a 
first clamping arm means, a second clamping arm means, a 
upper tank clamping member including a first upper clamping 
arm means and a second upper clamping arm means, a lower 
tank camping member including a first lower clamping member 
including a first lower clamping arm means and a second 
lower clamping arm means. The specification does not 
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enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims . 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph 
Of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly- 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the 
applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the closed position" 
in line 32. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "a closed position" in 
line 40. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "a tank" in line 41. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation 
in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "a tank" in line 48. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation 
in the claim. 
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Claim 1 recites the limitation "a tank 11 in line 78. 
There is improper antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "a tank 1 ' in line 85. 
There is improper antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. 

Claims 2-17 recites the limitation "a tank" in line 2. 
There is improper antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. 

Claim 18 recites the limitation "the closed position" 
in line 32. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 19 recites the limitation "the closed position" 
in line 47. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim. 

The claims have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 for 
the above reasons. Please note that the Examiner may not 
have pointed out each and every example of indef initeness . 
The applicant is required to review all the claim language 
to make sure the claimed invention is clear and definite. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 18, and 19 would be allowable if rewritten 
or amended to overcome the rejection (s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 2-17 would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims . 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: the prior art does not disclose a first 
guide means fixedly secured to said frame means below said 
upper flange means and above said 

lower flange means at a position intermediate 
therebetween adjacent said first driveshaft means, 

said 

first guide boss means defining a first profiled guide 
surface at least partially encircling said first 
driveshaft means and positioned thereadjacent to 
prevent lateral deflection thereof; 
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a second guide boss means fixedly secured to said 
frame means below said upper flange means and above said 
lower flange means at a position intermediate 
therebetween adjacent said second driveshaft means, 
said second guide boss means defining a second 
profiled 

guide surface at least partially encircling said 
second 

driveshaft means and positioned thereadjacent to 
prevent lateral deflection thereof;
